I expected 
to have to wait until next year to see 
what they were like.I have never in my 
life transplanted any Hemerocallis and 
had bloom during the same season---and 
I have,on occasion,waited more than one 
full year for bloom." 


"Now I am excited too.They are so very 
lovely,and the petals so much larger end 
waxier than those of the old-fashioned 
Daylilies, that one just has to be enthus- 
iastic.Moreover,your single plants grew 
from two to four flower stalks each--in 
other words,your plants are really clumps. 
I am really exceedingly happy about them,- 
and thank goodness,the Japanese Beetles 
are not in the least interested."

THATS WHY IT IS REPRINTED HERE! 
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AND SO,--ABOUT HEMEROCALLIS. 


After all,if one spends a vart of 
each day,during the time when they are 
flowering,walking amongst Daylilies,it 
is obvious that some points of especial 
interest will be observed.And while we 
may have told you some of these things 
before,there may be something we over- 
lookec,or even something new. 


Last vear,we worked with many other 
Daylily enthusiasts,the country over,to 
make note of the first blooms to appear 
on each variety;fragrance or lack of it; 
garden rank;and other points tending to 
give us in time a rating such as is 
desirable in all plant families,where 
many differing clons are cultivated.The 
result when tabulated,was sent us,énd 
we must confess that we haven't done 
more than casually check it.To begin 
with,experience at Flower Shows,with 
Peonies and Iris,has tended to make us 
aware how much harm can be done by a 
slavish concern over the 'rating' of a 
variety.It may happen that a particularly 
skilful cultivator or exhibitor,can show 
some lowly sort in such condition as to 
put the most highly rated to shame.And 
even if a majority prefer < certain sort 
above another,if you ere of the minority 
are you convinced? No,neither are we. 


This thought came to us forcibly today 
as we cut some flower stems from a row of 
Calypso.Our record shows that it opened 
its first bloom last year on July 6.There 
will be flowers until after mid-August,we 
are sure.Calypso didn't rate highly,es 
we recall.But we doubt if any sort we 
grow has eny more charm than this.We have 
had Hyperion for years,end it is a clearer 
yellow.Sunny West,opening today,is taller 
larger and clearer.But Calypso is tall 
enough.Ihe flower is of good size;it is 
fragrant;it is a fine clear pale yellow; 

it flowers profusely,and 
over 2 long period.Best of all,it opens 
at night,so that when in the evening we 
enjoy our garden,it is there in its best 
form,not a limply fading flower.Yet it 
costs but 50¢: 


Gypsy too,is moderately priced.But 
it has a short stem,end doesn't rank 
too highly with many.The elusive tinge 
of burnt orange in this flower gives it 
an quality of its own,end makes us like 
it above many other similarly colored 
sorts. 


We have no personal liking for the 
coloring of such sorts as Viscountess 
Byng.Peachblow, purchased last year at 
good price proves to be another and we 
have others similar,that we do not recall 
simply because we do not like them.But 
the Lady likes them,and so do others.Why 
try to account for tastes? 


In spite of the many new sorts being 
offered as pink,none yet available can 
equal Fulva Rosea,or Rosalind as it is 
now called.

Rosalind is fulva,it is true.We think 
that on some soils it may vary to a 
large degree,and perhaps even in degrees 
of sum or shade,it varies too.Certainly 
it is better with us this year in full 
sun,than last year in partiel shade.In 
the shade it kept its deep color longer 
but it had less of rose,énd more of red. 
Now it is bright rosy pink es it opens 
in the morning,and by mid-afternoon it 
has faded to a most attractive rosy orange. 


vith a lif&@ime(to date) of abhorrance 
for the Tawny Daylily,it was at first a 
real labor for us toeven consider owning 
some of the sorts that carry its coloring. 
Mikado was striking,but it seemed somehow 
jarring among the beautiful pale yellows 
and bright orange shades that first 
attracted us to the modern Daylily.With 
E.A.Bowles came a lessening of that feeling 
and an increased interest in the brighter 
colors.Now,we watch for them,and Rajah 
and Marcus please us very much.Cinnabar 
too,tho entirely different is pleasing. 
It makes us think of a lot of cream in 
cold coffeel 


In the bright orange shades nothing 
we have seen yet equals Aztec Gold.We 
have so few it seems unwise to describe 
it.Purchased as some other sort,thru an 
innocent intermediéry,who first discovered 
that he had something entirely different 
from his expectations,we complained that 
we had been gypped,when it opened the 
wrong color.As it developed,we ceased to 
complain,end when the Editor of Real 
Gardening(address,New Canaan,Conn.) said 
that it was the first Daylily he had ever 
really seen,or thought worthy of a second 
glance,we begen to wonder what we had.Its 
source shrouded in mystery,it was named 
Aztec Gold.Léerger than Radiant,and as fine 
in color,it holds its flowers up,so that 
one may see them fully,end often opens 
several at one time.Some day,we hope to 
have a lot of them. 


A question often asked us is what the 
present developments in Daylilies can 
be expected to do to the culture of the 
true Lilies.Back of that question,on the 
part of some people who know us well,and 
who know our devotion to the Genus Lilium 
is a sly dig,es if to say,"Why do you 
enthuse over this common easily grown 
thing"? Phe answer seems obvious.In 
spite of our increased knowledge of 
Lilies,and the developments occuring in 
that family,as they slowly yielc to 
cultivation, they are,and may always be 
a flower for the enthusiést,or even 
the connoisseur.A few Lilies grow readily 
in most soils,and yield plentifully of 
their beauty. All Hemerocallis grow 
readily in any soil or location one is 
likely to try to develop for a garden. 
They give freely of their beauty,over a 
long period.Fine enough for the finest 
garden,for the collector or connoisseur, 
they will grow for anyone. 


THE TRUE LILIES. 


Our interest in Lilies began the very 
first summer we spent in a nursery,or 
perhaps even before.We knew that we would 
be working with one of the foremost Lily 
culturists some months in advance and we 
began being Lily-conscious at once. 


It is often said that the Negal Lily 
first made the family popular,end it 
may well be true.On the other hand,it might 
also be credited this Lily,that it did 
much to lessen interest in the family 
for not only does the nodding trumpet of 
the Regal typify the garden type of lily 
just as the white trumpet of L.longiflorum 
typifies Easter,to most people,but also 
many who enjoyed success with the easily 
grown hegal,immediately tried other sorts 
without knowledge and therefore without 
success.As the burnt child fears the fire, 
now one often finds it hard to sell any 
Lily.DiG you know that for many years the 
Madonna Lily(L.candidum) was the eccepted 
Easter variety;and that the Scriptural, 
‘lilies of the field' are almost surely 
the bright scarlet L.chalcedonicum? 


Two things militate against the true 
Lilies.First,they come from widely 
scattered parts of the world,énd from 
meny varied locations.Hence their soil 
requirements and their reactions to local 
weather conditions,vary greatly.Second, - 
they ere susceptible to the Mosaic disease 
and generally suffer from it in the same 
degree as they are unhappy in their sur- 
roundings.There is no reason why the care- 
ful gardener,who desires to succedéd with 
Lilies,end who will study their require- 
ments,and compare them with the concitions 
he or she can offer,cannot grow most of 
the species and hybrids now available. 

The Mosaic disease however,is more serious 
and even skilful cultivation cannot over- 
come the ravages of the disease.At the 
present time,knowledge of this disease is 
increasing,and its serious results being 
brought home to the commercial Lily growers 
so that it is reasonable to fe@l that in 
time,we may be 2ble to purchase bulbs 
certified as free from disease.What will 
be more to the point,however,will be the 
development of immune strains. 


Because of the interest in the “egal 
Lily,and the demand for it,and because it 
appeared ready to yield to cultivation,it 
is in this form that the most new varieties 
have appeared.However,when a new form has 
developed,if it has been asexually grown 
ensuring an exact reproduction of the 
original,almost invariably the stock has 
become Mosaic infected.Seedlings do not 
develop the disease until it is brought 
them from outside sources,but the virus 
is carried in the tissues of the bulb. 

So it is that seedling strains,es L.prin- 
ceps,and L.Shelburne Hybrid,or even L. 
regale itself,together with L.tenuifolium 
and others grown from seed,are generally 
stronger and more vigorous than those grown 
from scales,or from the replanting of the 
bulbils. 
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MOSAIC FREE LILIES. 


MAXIMOWICZIT HYBRID,HORSFORDI. This was first raised many 
years ago,and was finally so diseased as to be of no value. 
A renewal of the cross resulted in a similar form,which has 
been given the name under which it was first disseminated. 
Rather lixe L.tigrimum,but less strong.This has flowers 
much more brightly orange red than the parent. $1.50 each. 


MAXWILL. A Canadian hybrid between L.maximowiczii and L. 
willmottiae.It is sturdier than the latter parent,which it 
much resembles,and lighter in color. $1.00 each.

The following are from our own fields.They are as clean 
and free from disease as any you can buy,except the Mosaic 
Free bulbs offered above.We have little evidence of disease 
here,and we have been told that the report of the unofficial 
investigators who visited us this summer was very favorable. 
CANADENSE. The Meadow Lily grows in our river and brook fields 
and stands high above the grasses.Used for naturalizing,it is 
very beautiful.In the garden,give it a more or less wild- 
garden setting,for it dislikes cultivated soil.A tall stem 
crovmed with a cluster of up-side-down,yellow bells. 25¢ each. 


CANDIDUM. The Madonna Lily is one of our finest garden Lilies 
for it has been cultivated for years,and its needs are known.

THE TRUE LILIES,-con. 


Even seedling Lilies may become in- 
fected with Mosaic for it is carried to 
them by the Melon Aphid,if there is any 
diseased stock nearby.On the other hand 
certain Lilies show a marked resistance 
to the disease,notably the Tiger Lily, 
whicn is almost always infected and a 
danger spot,just as a Typhoid carrier 
may endanger a whole community.An odd 
point here is the fact that while Lilium 
sargentiae,the seed parent of the cross 
that produced the Shelburne Hybrid strain 
is notoriously Mosaic infected and weak, 
the Shelburne Hybrids have proven as 
resistant,or more so even,than L.regale, 
or hybrids with Regal as the seed parent. 
This doesn't mean that Shelburnes cannot 
or do not have Mosaic.They do not succumb 
to it readily.And altho we know there is 
Mosaic here at Gardenside,we can say that 
an inspection by reputable persons this 
summer gave us a cleaner slate than we 
expected.And in this tendency of certain 
Lily strains to resist the disease,lies 
the hope that in due time we may develop 
entirely immune forms. 


The other hope for better Lilies is 
the eradication of disease from an entire 
area surrounding a growers fields.Then, 
by growing new bulbs from seed;by using 
for asexual propagation bulbs known to be 
clean;and by careful systematic roguing, 
we can produce entirely disease free bulbs 
that can be so certified by competent 
Inspectors appointed by disinterested 
authority.In Holland,this method has 
been used to produce disease free Tulips 
which elso suffer from a Mosaic disease, 
until as all know,we seldom have a failure 
from a planting of Dutch Bulbs.This has 
a catch,however,for if you purchase & 
Lily bulb,certified free of disease,end 
your neighbor across the fence has a bold 
stand of L.tigrinum,the odds are that by 
the end of the first summer,your clean 
bulb will be infected.So be prepared not 
only to destroy all your own diseased | 
lilies,but to use moral suasion on your 
neighbors several times removed. 


It is with a great deal of pleasure 
that we are able to offer in this Gossip 
bulbs of a number of rare Lilies,and of 
some not so rare,that we can definitely 
state are Mosaic free,at least 99%.They 
have been carefully grown,on soils that 
for years have grown some of the best 
Lilies sold in America,and by a son and 
grandson of the man whose name was syn- 
onymus with Lilies thruout his life.They 
have been rogued as needed,and nearby 
fields have been searched for any chance 
of possible infection sources.Last of all 
they have been seen by Mr.Imle,doing 
graduate work with Lilies and Lily Mosaic 
at Cornell University,and by Doctor Slate 
who has recently published a book on 
Lilies,neither of whom have any interest 
in them other than academic.No trace of 
the Mosaic disease was found by them.

NEW PLANTS FOR OLD. 


The Gossip's mission is to bring to 
your attention the newer things in the 
plant world,and as well to tell you when 
they may best be planted,little quirks 
of their culture,and the like.And that, 
as we have previously intimated,is a chore 
in itself.It is so easy to run short of 
new plants,and one gets tired of writing 
up the same old ones. 


We sometimes wonder what you think of 
us.The Gossip will hail some new plant 
offering,and give careful directions for 
success with it.Then for a year or two, 
it will appear in the Master List,or it 
may even be again mentioned briefly in 
the Gossip.After that it disappears.Have 
you any idea why this is so? 


If you have eccess to a collection of 
old nursery catalogs,pick up the oldest 
one you have,and quickly run it over.How 
many names did you see that you recognized 
and how many of the plants are in your 
gardens today? Of course,the families, the 
Delphiniums and the Lilies are there.But 
the varieties have changed,and many of the 
old families have gone.Follow the matter 
along thru the next years,and you will 
find that slowly,sorts drop entirely from 
cultivation,new ones come in,and from the 
new a few,a very few,become fixtures.As 
for instance we have a file of catalogs 
from one firm,dating back into the 90s. 
Prominent is Acanthus,the Bear's Breech. 
We'd be interested to know how many who 
read this ever saw the plant.It was passing 
as we came into nursery work,and was 
valuable largely for its lush foliage.In 
the same list,and for many years after 
no mention is made of Pachysandra,now in 
every list,also used for foliage,and so 
invaluable in shade.We well recall when 
we first saw it and weren't greatly taken 
by it! 


And so it is that we search continually 
for new plant offerings.They are given a 
trial,and if they do well here,they are 
offered for your trial.If they strike 
popular fancy they may become immediately 
popular.If of easy culture,and genuine 
value, they may remain so for years.If they 
do not,they disappear from our lists and 
others,for no plantsman can continue to 
keep plants that do not sell.We wonder at 
times,why you do not buy them.A plant 
costs little,after all.True,you may not 
like Lit,or it may not. grow for you es it 
has for us.Perhaps you may like it,and it 
may do better for you even,than for us. 
You won't know until you try,for no matter 
how carefully we judge the value of a 
piant,and test it,we can't tell what it 
will do for you.I[t may even be better for 
you than when growing where it is native. 
You owe it to yourself,es well as to the 
plantsmen,to try the new things we offer.
